Description of Murderer. 

The following telegram was received 
by Superintendent Hussey this morn¬ 
ing from Provincial Constable Spain at 
New Westminster: 

“Settlers wife, Mary Morrison, of 
Hazelmere, murdered yesterday; throat 
cut by a tramp. Witnessed by her 
daughter, eight years. Am scouring 
country.’’ 

The following discrlption was receiv¬ 
ed from Chief Provincial Constable 
Campbell, of Vancouver, over the tele¬ 
phone this morning by Superintendent 
Hussey. “Man aged about 36 or 40, Ave 
feet eight or nine Inches tall, clean 
shaven, wears dark clothing and soft 
dark hat, two holes In the seat of the 
trousers. His face is blackened and 
looks as if he had been working In a 
burnt timber district. The murder oc¬ 
curred yesterday afternoon at about 3 
p. m. Constables Munroe and Smith 
have been sent over to assist. The de¬ 
scription was obtained from the little 
daughter. The deceased is the wife of 
a farmer and the mother of six chil¬ 
dren." 

Superintendent Hussey announced 
that If the man Is not captured by noon 
to-day a reward of $1,000 will be offer¬ 
ed for information leading to his ar¬ 
rest and conviction.

“go broke,** and he himself was In fa¬ 
vor of doing something. He had two 
ideas In mind, either that McArthur 
should apply for an Increase In the 
contract price or that he receive more 
liberal treatment on the Intermediate 
material between loose rock and sixty 
cents per cubic yard and solid rock at 
fl.jO, N ine ty rents or a dollar was 
his notion of a fair price.

April 16th the Major wrote a letter to 
the Victoria Colonist, which looked so 
good to an opposition editor thnt three 
days after he sent a reporter to inter¬ 
view him. Now the way of a ship In 
the sea or an eagle in the air or a man 
with a maid Is as nothing to the way 
of a British Columbia reporter with a 
major In the militia. "He took down." 
proteste d the Majo r. * a few items Hla 
notes couldn’t have been more than that 
long." Here the Major measured out 
four fingers. "And he wrote two col¬ 
umns.” Up to that time the Major 


harked back on his 
year. The thing was a letter 
of the Major’s to Commissioner Young 
of the O. T. P. It was dated June 1. 
1907, and the Major didn’t go back on 
It. He stood up to his own words. And 
good words they were, and well c hosen. 
They showed Tiff Major's Interest In 
the public service, hinted that there 
were as good men In the east as there 
were In the west, and more or less 
plainly Intimated that If a chief In¬ 
specting engineer was going to be ap¬ 
pointed. Commissioner Young needn’t 
look for him. The Major spoke of what 
he knew about classifications and told 
♦ he Commissioner that too many cooks 
might spoil the broth, and that he al¬ 
ways knew his address anyway. The 
Major, as has been showed, blamed the 
British Columbia Interview on the re¬ 
porter. But he did not blame this let¬ 
ter on his pen. It was a good piece 
of writing and It showed with consid¬ 
erable tact and delicacy Just where he 
stood. In fact, the Major never wrote 
a better letter In his life. It deserved 
a softer answer than it got. Commis¬ 
sioner Young wrote back to him to 
“Keep his shirt on," and not let his 
nose get out of Joint when he heard 
that a good man named Grant had 
been appointed Inspecting engineer. 
The Commissioner seems to have fear¬ 
ed that Major Hodglns would regar€ 
Grant as a promotion over his head. 

The evidence did not show what the 
Major thought of Grant. There were 
stories in the camp that Grant had 
been appointed to look after classifi¬ 
cations and that the Assistant Chief 
Engineer had been told to stay In his 
office, but the Major frankly admitted 
that these were mere hearsay. So far 
as he knew Grant was a good man for 
the Job he did not get. 

Classify With Strong Han^. 

It was after this that the Major had 
a conversation with Mr. Foss, Assist¬ 
ant Chief Engineer of Section F. The 
gist of this conversation was that 
somebody was wanted who would 
"classify with a strong hand." The 
suggestion was made that It might 
be Grant’s Job to help McArthur out. 
McArthur was the contractor, and 
what with labor troubles and one thing 
and another, he was running behind. 
In reply to members of the committee 
the Major admitted that It might be 
a bad thing for the government and

That First Paragraph. 

In short, the Major repudiated the 
Interview*, lock, stock and barrel. Par¬ 
ticularly, he made a kick to the editor 
about the way the first paragraph was 
"fixed up." This was hard on the re¬ 
porter, who, If he was like other good 
reporters, must have prided himself on 
the way the first paragraph, on w’hich 
the whole story hangs, was, as the 
Major says, “fixed up.” The knack 
of first paragraphs—the salient fact, 
pithily stated but Interest In the rest 
of the story not lessened—Is a fine 
art. The reporter of the Victoria Col¬ 
onist will have to fight this out with 
the Major. 

"Do you remember what the first 
paragraph was?" This from Murphy, 
K. C. The Major did not. All that he 
remembered was that he didn’t like It. 

The Major is not a good rememberer 
except of the broad, general things. He 
had. as he explains, men to run lines 
for him and carry the small details in 
their minds. There were two hundred 
and fifty miles of railw’ay to keep in 
his head, and A district engineer can’t 
be expected to remember In contin¬ 
ents. 

Read an Edltcr’al. 

Murphy. K. C.. read an editorial from 
the Victoria Colonist to refresh the 
Major’s memory. It took the ground 
that the Major had been correctly re¬ 
ported, or, what amounted to the same 
thing, that he had accepted the Inter¬ 
view without qualification. The editor 
went on to state that when the Major 
was given a chance to correct he had 
objected to only one thing. 

The Major stuck to his guns. "I ob¬ 
jected to It all. It Was ridiculously mix¬ 
ed up. The correction was a little 
worse than the original statement."

One of them was up yesterday, 
when ht» was fined, and to-day he was 
again mulcted, this time $6 or In de¬ 
fault ten days In Jail, the usual pen¬ 
alty for second offenders. The other 
man has been up five times on the 
same charge since April 18th, the last 
time being on May 18th. when he was 
given ten days In Jail without the 
option of a fine. To-day his punish¬ 
ment was the same, and he was also 
given a warning that if he appeared 
again he would be given a still longer 
sentence without the option of a fine. 

Eric Tuson, charged with riding a 
bicycle on the sidewalk on Government 
street, pleaded not guilty, and the case 
was remanded until to-morrow In or¬ 
der that evidence might be produced. 

William White was charged by John 
Simpson with assault, but as the com¬ 
plainant did not appear the case was 
dismissed. v, 

Barney Martin, charged with being 
a party to the theft of ten cases of 
Hennessy’e three-star brandy from 
Rlthet’s warehouse in January last, 
appeared on remand. Practically all 
the evidence was heard In this cast 
yesterday, the only witness called to¬ 
day being Peter Nelson, who, however, 
flatly contradicted some evidence he 
had given yesterday regarding the 
finding of a fep%t which, It is alleged, 
figured in the theft. Nelson denied that 
he had sworn yesterday to what the 
court records showed that he had. 

After Mr. Moore had finished with 
Nelson the magistrate gave Martin a 
chance to make a statement, which 
he tok advantage of to say: "The evi¬ 
dence given by Everett against Hay¬ 
wood was false. Haywood knew noth¬ 
ing about the matter, neither the beer 
nor the brandy.” 

Following this he was formally com¬ 
mitted.

Fully 90 per cent, of the business en¬ 
terprises of western Canada, according 
to Consul Jones, of Winnipeg, have 
made use of at least some share of 
American capital. Commenting, on the 
Interests of United States capitalists 
in enterprises in the Dominion, the 
consul says that the flow of money 
northward is practically a reversal of 
what took place twenty-five years ago.

Port Townsend, June 10.—With a 
slashed throat the body of a large men, 
weighing about 200 pounds, and about 
40 years old. waa found this morning 
lB & decomposed condition on the west 
side of Chetzemoka park on some va¬ 
cant lots. The body was found about 
8 p. m. by Pete McIntyre of the city 
and. according to the coroner's state¬ 
ment, seems to be a caae of suicide. 

At the morgue the examination of 
the clothing revealed nothing that 
would give an Idea to the suicide’s 
Identity although furnishing a clue. 
This was In the form of a purser’s 
check of the Pacific coast steamship 
City of Puebla, showing that the hold¬ 
er was a second-class passenger on 
that vessel on trip No. 442. This was 
the last trip of the vessel arriving here 
from San Francisco last Friday noon. 
June 5th. A tintype, which was Iden¬ 
tified as being a likeness of the man 
at a considerably earlier age, was 
found In an envelope marked “David’s 
picture." Outside of 835 in money, a 
gold watch and chain and two knives, 
with one of which the work of self-de¬ 
struction had been done, nothing was 
found on the body.

MINERAL RESOURCES. 


R. W. PERRY, 


In writing of the relation of ore to the 
other natural resources, the remarks 
being especially apropos of Mr. Andrew 
Oarlegie's reeent address at the White 
House, the Iron Trade Review says: 
"When a ton of iron ore is mined and 
converted into Iron or steel, the people 
still have that Iron or steel, and In 
the majority of cases, when It has serv¬ 
ed Its life, usually a Tong one. fn some 
particular form. It can be reworked In¬ 
to a new form and begin an entirely 
new life. Barring oxidation, iron is 
practically Indestructible.” It Is also 
pointed out that "with the utilization 
of blast-furnace gas. an entire steel 
works, nbt carrying the rolling pr ss- 
es too far. can Subsist on the fuel re¬ 
quired by the blast furnace: but let the 
liberal estimate be made that one ton 
of coal be required to carry a ton of 
Iron ore through the average finished 
product of the steel works, and we 
find that only 1-250 part of our coal re¬ 
serves will be required to work up all 
our iron ore. reserves. Why should we 
bother trying to save a portion of that 
2-5 of 1 per cent? Half a century, per¬ 
haps a quarter of-a century, hence, the 
railroads are likely to be using electric¬ 
al power, generated by no more expen¬ 
sive methods than central power plants 
using coal, and greatly exceeding In 
coal economy any kind of plant that 
can be carried afloat. As the steam¬ 
boat power plant is more economical 
than the locomotive power plant, so the 
stationary power plant of the future 
railroad will be more economical than 
either. There are about 300,000 miles 
of standard railroad track in the Unit¬ 
ed States. If laid together with 100- 
pound rails they would Involve 47.000.- 
000 tons, and If of ordinary rail steel, 
the rails would easily last an average 
of ten years, with a much heavier traf¬ 
fic than they must now carry. Less 
than a fifth would actually wear away 
representing less than a million tons a 
year of actual loss. By improvement 
of the steel with nickel or other alloy 
metals, the annual loss could be re¬ 
duced to neglible proportions. Car 
wheels and brake shoes wear more 
rapidly than rails, hut their tonnage 
Is relatively light. The light forms of 
steel, such as sheets, tinplates, wire, 
etc., are much subject to oxidation or 
other waste, but they constitute only 
a small proportion of the total stream 
of Iron flowing from the ore mine Into 
channels of use. The worthless material 
of to-day may be the ore of to-morrow. 
There is no scientific definition of an 
ore; an orff 19 simply material which by 
present methods can be utilised with 
profit. Methods may change from year 
to year while Iron ore supplies are a 
question of centuries. New discoveries 
likewise Increase the know'n supplies. 
Despite the heavy annual drain. It Is 
probable that In every year the known 
workable supplies of iron ore in the 
United States have Increased. Of all 
Our natural resources, our Iron ores are 
the one which can be drawn upon with 
the greatest impunity, because the Iron

GERMANY’S FLOUR CONSUMPTION 


tlon was brought about by a larger 
consumption of flour per capita. The 
average per capita consumption of 
flour between the years 1893 and 1900 
was 162 kilos, or 367,145 pounds; where¬ 
as the annual consumption per capita 
from 1901 to 1907 increased to 106 kilos, 
or 363.70 pounds. Of these 100 kilos, or 
220.40 pounds, were rye flour and slxty- 
flve kilos, or 143.3 pounds, were wheat 
flour. During the last five years the 
production of flour in Germany re¬ 
mained the same, although the popular 
tion continued to increase. The con¬ 
sumption of flour in Germany has been 
covered almost exclusively by home 
f'roductlon. and the Import of flour thus 
far is of little importance. 


Statistics on the production and con¬ 
sumption of flour in the German empire 
for the last fifteen years have recently 
been compiled, a summary of which is 
furnished by Consul William Bardel, of 
Hamburg. According to these figures 
the production of flour in Germany, 
owing to the constantly increasing con¬ 
sumption of the sample, has increased 
within the years 1893 and 1907 from 8 .* 
500.000 to 10.250.000 tons annually. This 
increase of production is attributable 
in the first place to heavier consump¬ 
tion caused by increase of the popula¬ 
tion. Since 1893 the production of flour 
has been Increased by 20.7 per cent! 
whereas the census shows an increase 
of 20.4 per cent. In the population. In

The law, ns printed below, should re¬ 
ceive the attention of all yacht clubs 
on the British Columbla'slde as It is in 
their favor. Canada does not charge 
United States yachts for entering and 
clearing and accordingly the Canadian 
yachts will be exempt In American 
waters, but a clause is tacked on de¬ 
barring yachts owned by United States 
citizens and built outside of that coun¬ 
try, or chartered by a cittwn of the 
States, unless chartered or obtained 
previous to February 5th, 1897. from 
enjoying such privileges. 

The regulation, in full, is as follows: 

“Sec. 5. That whenever it shall be 
made to appear to the satisfaction of 
the president of the United States that 
yachts belonging to any regularly or¬ 
ganized yacht club of the United 
States are allowed to arrive at and 
depart from any foreign port and to 
cruise in the waters of such port with¬ 
out entering and clearing at the cus¬

The harbor works at Manzanillo were 
commenced by E. K. Smoot, who also 
successfully completed the great works 
at Galveston, In 1900 and. up to the 
present time, have cost $6,000,000. There 
Is a seawall 600 metres long and a 
breakwater 600 metres in length which 
makes a good harbor. The general 
depth of water Is 32 feet and, off the 
end of the breakwater there is A deep 
passage 70 feet deep. A wooden wharf 
with two berths gives facilities for the 
handling of cargo to khd from vessels 
of 20 feet draught.

r ut. Even Old London exercised won¬ 
derful control In such matters. 

In Lucerne, however, there wa* a 
marked example of this municipal con- 
, trol. He found there a section of the 
city In which the factories were con¬ 
fined. This was so situated that the 
prevailing winds carried the smoke 
away from the pretty residential sec¬ 
tions. Just how the power was exert¬ 
ed Mr. Rattenbury did Ttot ashertain, 
but certain it wo* that no factory 
dared intrude Itself within the areas 
set apart for homes. # , 

Lucerne was essentially, a tourist 
city and everything was made to con¬ 
form to the Idea that It was such. A 
great hotel there of about six (ft seven 
stories in height had sought to build 
three or four stories higher, but the au¬ 
thorities stepped 'in and disallowed it, 
a» It would mar the beauty of the 
place. There was no question raised 
there as to the power of the municipal¬ 
ity to control the situation. No high 
fences shut out the view. In fact, there 
seemed to be practically no fences. The 
environs of the city showed the same 
beauty. Lands used for agHcultural 
purposes were not marred by fences. 
On the contrary, roads wound about 
with the intervening spaces highly cul¬ 
tivated or devoted to pasture, but no 
fences exist. 

As can be Imagined, the scene was 
one In which Mr. Rattenbury revelled. 
It met his view's exactly, and In a 
modified way, of course, he can see no 
reason why Victoria and Its environs 
should not enjoy similar blessings. 

Applying the • lessons learned at 
Lucerne, he sees no reason why Vic¬ 
toria should allow' any factories to lo¬ 
cate In James Bay. There has been a 
piece of beautifying carried out on the 
causeway, and nothing In the way of 
factories along the James Bay water¬ 
front, he thinks, should be allowed to 
mar that. The smoke from tall chim¬ 
neys In that section would be driven 
over various residential part*, and 
should not be allowed. On the other 
hand he sees no reason why certain 
areas should ffot be set apart In the 
city bounds purely for manufacturing 
purposes. 

,At Lucerne Mr. Rattenbury had a 
TTMCKW or seeing the rftethod adopted" 
In connection with the preservation of 
trees. An old patriarch among the tree 
family was located on a'street where It 
would Interfere with the boulevard. 
The authorities Instead of fetiing it 
altered the course of the street so as 
to save the tree. Imagine a Victoria 
council doing that, say* Mr. Ratten¬ 
bury. 

In London he found that in the 
sections being built supervision was 
exercised over the style of architecture. 
While the restrictions w-ere not quite 
so sweeping a* In Lucerne and some 
other continental cities, yet he found 
that the city council had an architect 
of the highest standing In the profes¬ 
sion, who exercised, under authority 
from the council the right to pass upon 
all hulldlnfs put up. There the front

The committee on freight rates re¬ 
ported the collection of a few specimen 
freight, bills recently paid by local con¬ 
signees and were Instructed to forward 
them on to the Victoria board, which 
has already beep Interviewed and had 
promised to lend its assistance In the 
matter. The most glaring instance of 
overcharge, or rather or overrating, 
presented was that on one ton net of 
baled hay. This hay came from Al¬ 
berta and was made and baled there 
and shipped over the long railway haul 
to Vancouver, thence by steamer to 
Victoria, and with all freight and 
wharhtg^ charges, warehousing, etc.., 


Albernl. June 7.—Another effort will 
be made to clear up the mystery of the 
Waters brothers' disappearance.

George L. Clacton, a Seattle architect 
and cold storage expert, reached here 
to-day from Ketchikan, where he 
looked over the proposed site. Mr. 
Clayton has already prepared the plans 
and will personally superintend con¬ 
struction work this summer. The am¬ 
monia system will be utilized. 

During his stay at Ketchikan he lo¬ 
cated a waterpower capable of dt-Vf lop¬ 
ing 5,000 horsepower, 'Which will be 
harnessed and made to furnish th® 
electrical energy for operating the cold 
storage plant. The water will be con¬ 
veyed one mile through a pipeline to 
a dam where the powerhouse will be 
situated. Here will be Installed two 
240-horsepower electrical generators 
diroctly connected with a Pelton water¬ 
wheel. The energy thus developed will 
be transmitted five, mile#over w-lres to 
the freezing plant ougw tract of forty 
acres acquired by the company. 

The cold storage plant building will 
be 66 by luG feet, of three stories, ae4 
will contain four freesers capable *>f 
handling thirty tons- of fish dally. The 
refrigerator storage capacity will be 
tw'q million pounds. The company in¬ 
tends to freeze all kinds or food fish, 
«nd- win ship the outrrot to Vancouver, • 
and thence by rnll to the Eastern mar¬ 
kets. If Its bonding privilege Is re¬ 
newed three years hence, the fish pro¬ 
ducts will be forwarded east via the ( 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway. Ketchl- j 
kan Is about q hu ndred mi les d is tant j 
from Prince Rupert.

trouble dl<J arise it might have done 
so over the white men In a drunken 
frolic Interfering with some of the 
women, but It does not appear that 
there were any Indian squaws at the 
time on the reserve, or which the correct 
name Is 'Tsow-wln.' Should, however, It 
prove necessary to detain any of the 
Indians as suspects, I would not be 
surprised to see trouble, as these In¬ 
dians were taught n very bnd lesson 
three years ago which they have not 
forgotten. At that time a provincial 
constable arrested tw 0 Indians for de¬ 
sertion of a schooner. After they were 
In custody some hours, and awaiting 
the arrival of the coasting steamer, the 
rest of the hand organized a rescue 
party and released the prisoners, hand¬ 
ling the constable roughly and taking 
his revolver, handcuff* and baton from 
him. Everyone expected that when the 
news reached Victoria steps would be 
taken to the Iott’s authorit y 

and punish those yho had not only 
rescued a prisoner but assaulted a con¬ 
stable In the discharge of his duty.

The city water supply occupied quits 
a prominent place in the proceedings 
of the city council at its last meeting, 
and the opinion was expressed that it 
might be necessary to rovlse the regu¬ 
lations regarding the sprinkling of 
lawn* this year and possibly e v en to 
prohibit It altogether. 

The matter was brought to the atten¬ 
tion of the city council last night by 
the following letter from Skene Lowe: 

"An employee of the city water de¬ 
partment called at my house one even¬ 
ing last week, stated that I was break¬ 
ing the sprinkling law, and that he was 
about to turn the water off from the 
street, depriving me of wateY. This he 
did at once. The result was that I was 
deprived of one of the necessaries of 
life, the sewer connections rendered 
worse than useless and deprived of a 
certain amount of fire protection, with 
the poslbllity of my fire insurance be¬ 
ing rendered void or the olty being 
made liable In case of fire. With all 
due deference, I beg to say that I do 
not believe that the city has the power 
—nor would It be justified If It had—to 
enforce such drastic measures for 
breaches of the water regulations, even 
In the face of the present scarcity of 
water, and I would respectfully ask 
that these regulations be a m e nd e d or 
applied with an ordinary amount of 
common sense." 

Mr. Lowe added in a postsc ript : "The 
“breach of the regulations Is admitted."

To say that it is sometimes untrue 
is no more a reproach to history than 
to any other branch of knowledge. 
Contemporary history Is seldom Im¬ 
partial. But the truth prevails In 
the end, as has been notably manifest 
In the case of the American Revolu¬ 
tion. For a hundred years never was 
history so perverted, but, within the 
last fifteen years, our Loyalist fore-

Itapplness is success, and hap* 
plness Is dependent upon conduot. 
Now, conduct la tha aubject matter of 
literature, whether we road It In Ho¬ 
mer, or Plutarch, or Thucydides, or 
Shakespeare or Kipling, or even in our 
own Drummond’s sympathetic por¬ 
traiture of our quaint and very dear 
friend—the Habitant of Quebec. 

Literature, then, being the study of 
human life, it la. of necessity, the most 
practical of all studies — practical, be¬ 
cause It deals with the varied experi¬ 
ences and capacities of the human 
soul. F°r that reason, great states-

Science tells us that 
force is never destroyed, but trans¬ 
formed. and our life here Is a force, 
struggling, rebellious against Its en- 
vlronmen t, and peeking something 
higher; as the dragon fly strains out 
of his muddy covering to become a liv¬ 
ing flash of light in the Bunshlne.

Dr. S. E. Dawson, C. M. G. t presi¬ 
dent of the Royal Society of Canada, 
In His address at the session at Ottawa 
this year chose as his subject ”A Plea 
for Literature.” He said: 

It will be my endeavor to direct your 
attention for a short time this even¬ 
ing to some of tl\e objects aimed at 
in founding the Royal Society which 
appear to have attracted less than their 
legitimate share of popular interest to 
some of the functions which the so¬ 
ciety is performing and may perform, 
and to indicate some directions In 
which it may develop. My remarks 
will be concerned chiefly with the first 
two sections—the literary sections. 

In providing so largely for litera¬ 
ture—as distinguished from science — 
the founders of our society were fol¬ 
lowing French models. The Royal So¬ 
ciety of London, founded in 1660, “for 
improving natural knowledge,” has 


the nation was then In tho full tide 
of reaction against the Puritans and 
Butler’s "Hudlhras” .wax tb»> popular 
poem of the period. No conceivable 
academy would have crowned “Para¬ 
dise Lost” then, or for two generations 
after. “All men,” as Cicero says, “by 
a certain hidden faculty approve nr 
condemn works of art or letters," but 
they do so Infallibly, only after tho 
mists of the age clear away. Great 
works In poetry originate Indepen¬ 
dently of stimulation or reward. 

“Fame Is the spur that Jhe dlear spirit

The passion of creative art will nei¬ 
ther be encouraged nor discouraged. 
Most of the greatest works In literature 
were written before copyright was 
thought of. Dante could not help 
writing his great poem. Neither 
Shelley, nor Keats, nor Tennyson, nor 
Browning, were drawn into literary 
pursuits by any outward force. Ho¬ 
race In his w«Ml-known ode sets forth

Not only beside 
the rivers of Babylon, but beside all 
the rivers of the habitable world, has i 
this people wept the bitter tears of 
the alien; but Lbe power of their liter- | 
ature kept the memory of Zion per¬ 
ennially fresh In their souls.

The life was material 
and', therefore, perished like the doeks 
and palaces. The whole wealth and 
power of Asia was hurled back by a 
small band of idealists at Marathon 
and Thermopylae, and, while the na¬ 
tive fffffiats ?VT mow great powers are 
a blank, the history of the little can¬ 
tons of Greece and the deeds of their 
citizens have been a guide through all 
the ages. The names of many of the 
poorest citizens of Athens are familiar 
to us. but who knows the names of 
the merchant princes of Tyre and Sl- 
don. Perished are their docks and 
palaces—perished are their names and

reason for existing. In history, and ! 
more especially In biography, we can j 
trace the development of character j 
acting and reacting in contact with , 
other wills. History is a continuous ; 
'moral judgment. For better for worse j 
the happiness of large masses of men i 
—the fate of empires often—hangs on | 
the will of one man; and again when, 
from the fathomless depths of person¬ 
ality. a genius arises, like Caesar or 
Napoleon, the destinies of the world 
are changed. But even comparatively 
Insignificant men may start a com¬ 
plete series of sequences. There are 
points on the water partings of our | 
great rivers where a chance pebble 
may divert a tiny rill into the Gulf of 
Mexico or the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 
So It is at the fountain heads of his¬ 
tory. The success of the American 
Revolution was primarily due to the 
omission of Lord George Germaine to 
notify Howe of Burgoyne’s expedition 
from Canada. Buryogne, unsupported, 
surrendered at Saratoga and decided 
the intervention of France. The Am¬ 
erican Revolution brought on the 
French Rev olution, and theca two 
events changed the face of the world. 
The fate of Canada In 1776 hung upon 
Carleton and trembled In the balance 
on the night of November 7th, when the 
little party In Bouchette’s barge took 
him safely to Quebec; paddling with 
the palms of their hands as they 
passed through the narrow channel at 
the entrance of Lake St. Peter.

An application for entry or Inspection 
made personally at any Sub-Agent’s omce 
may be wired to the local agent by tho 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli¬ 
cant, and If the land applied for is vacant 
on receipt of the telegram such applica¬ 
tion to to have priority and the land will 
be held until the necessary papers to com¬ 
plete the transaction are received by m al l . 

In case of "personation” the entry will 
be summarily cancelled and the appUoaal 
will forfeit all priority of claim. 

An application for inspection must bo 
made in person. The applleant must bo 
eligible for homestead entry, and only one 
application for Inspection will be received 
from an individual until that application 
has been disposed of. 

A homesteader whose entry to In good 
standing, and not liable to cancellation, 
may, subjeet to approval of Department, 
relinquish It in favor of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister, if eligi¬ 
ble. but to no one else, on filing declara¬ 
tion of abandonment. 

Where an entry is summarily cancelled, 
or voluntarily abandoned, subsequent to 
institution of cancellation proceedings, 
the applicant for Inspection will be eft- 
titled to prior right of entry. 

Applicants for Inspection must stats tm 
what particulars the homesteader Is 1ft 
default, and If subsequently the state¬ 
ment is found to bd Incorrect in msterlal 
particulars, the applicant will Use any 
prior right of re-erttry, should the land 
become vacant, or If entry has been 
granted it may be summarily cancelled. 

DUTIES.—A settler Is required to per¬ 
form the conditions under one of the fol¬ 
lowing plans:— 

G) At least six months* residence upon 
and cultivation of the land tn each year

(2) If the father (or mother. If tho 
I father Is deceased) of e homesteader r*4 
sides upon a farm In the vicinity of the 
land sntarod for bv such homesteader the 
requirement as to residence may be satis¬ 
fied by such person residing with the 
father or mother.

We are so poor 
In men who are at once able and liked' 
by the Kaiser. But he will go." * 

When he falls .there will be nothing 
of the tragedy that surrounded the fall 
of Bismarck. The old chancellor’s dis¬ 
missal was like a sentence of death to 
him. "You take my life when you do 
take the means whereby I live." He 
had two passions whereby he lived— 
the passion for power and the passloh 
for the Germany that he had created. 
When he was cast out of the Wllhelm- 
slrasse he was beggared. No attach¬ 
ment to life remained to him. Prince 
Buelow will pass out as cheerfully as 
Charles Lamb left the servitude of the 
East India Company. He will sml’e 
as blandly as he smiles now when he 
receives you In the Wilhelmstrasse. and 
his black poodle will be with him.

But with all his Imperialism Prince 
Buelow would seem to love war as lit¬ 
tle as the Kaiser. "Wars themselves 
are not half so Interesting as the events 
that cause them." he said long ago, 
and in these words spoke the diplo¬ 
matist. And again. "War is a vulgar 
thing, and at this time of day the man 
who prevent* war la greater than the 
mao who wlna Rattles." He will never 
talk like Bismarck about "bleeding 
France white": but the Morocco affair 
left an uneasy senso that his pacifi¬ 
cism is not wholly to bo trusted. Trust, 
indeed, is not a quality Vhat springs 
from so supple and adroit a person¬ 
ality. 

His Imperturbable urbanity and 
savolr faire, concealing a certain 
Machiavellian view of government, are 
the secret of Prince Buelow’s success. 
They have enabled him to remain on 
the top for eleven years In a world o' 
intrigue as tortuous and unscrupulous 
as an Oriental court. How tortuous, 
how unscrupulous the world realised 
through the noisome revelations of the 
Hardeto-Moitkb qaa* it is the conse¬ 
quence of a government which centres 
not In the people, but In an autocrat. 
Frlnce Buelow, of course, denies this. 
When replying to Rebel on one occa¬ 
sion. he declared that camarillas and 
intrigues were not peculiar to absolute 
monarchies. *

With Bismarck it was a word 
and a blow—and the blow first. When 
Richter used to attack him In the 
Reichstag he would rise In a sort of 
apoplectic wrath, tug at the stiff collar 
of Ills uniform, and hurl his thunder¬ 
bolts about in blind fury. Prince Bue¬ 
low meets the assaults of Bebel of the 
twinkling eye and the fiery eloquence 
with the weapons of wit and polite¬ 
ness. for he has brought Into German 
parliamentary warfare a style of ora¬ 
tory. polished and urban e, w hic h Is 
Wholly contrary to the traditions o7 a 
country where politics are harsh and 
intolernnt and where your public foe is 
your private enemy. 

He hasythe elusiveness of the diplo¬ 
matist. The Impression he conveys Is 
that of an elegant trifler with affairs, 
one who is as free from hates as he Is 
from passionate enthusiasm. No ur¬ 
gent moral or human motive governs 
him. He has followed Bismarck's ruth¬ 
less policy In Poland, but without Bis¬ 
marck’s ruthlessness of spirit, for he 
has nothing of Bismarck's fierce Inten¬ 
sity. His heart is never engaged. 
When he utters his occasional Bis- 
marckisms they fall from his lips 
robbed of their thunder. "Let the man 
alone," he said, replying In the Reich¬ 
stag to Mr. Chamberlain’s reference to 
the German army—“let the man alone. 
He Is biting at granite." It was a fine 
saying; but it was an echo. The voice 
was the voice of . Buelow. but the 
words were the words of Frederick the 
Great. The true Buelow utters him¬ 
self In lighter and more airy fashion, 
h^the la n guage of gay p e r s tfl a ge. “Well, 
why shouldn't Miss Italy have an 
extra dance If she wants one?" he 
asks when , Germany Is disturbed by 
the appearance of a violent flirtation 
between Great Britain and Italy. “It 
would be absurd to show jealousy." 
And so with the Socialists, He never 
stamps on them with Bismarck’s brutal 
violence. He Is polite and Ironical. H*> 
seeks to laugh them out of court by 
superior wit and pleasantry. 

All parties are one to him, for he Is 
vassal to no political theory. The ma¬ 
chine of government is a thing apart 
from the life of the people. It is the 
property of a class—his class. “The 
public! What have they to do with 
the law except obey It?" he might«Say 
with a famous bishop of Exeter; but he 
would say it with more suaveness of 
phrase. Democratic government* in an 
Ideal which fills him with polite scorn. 
The people are children to be ruled 
with paternal kindness and tickled with 
the phrases of Chauvinism. Hig politi¬ 
cal empiricism Is exhibited In his bloc. 
The Idea of ruling through ar* al¬ 
liance of the Clericals and the Liberals 
could only have occurred’ to a rtilnd 
without any fixed principle of Internal 
political development. It could only 
have occurred also in a country where 
the spirit of Liberalism Is dead and 
only the shell remains. 

Prince Buelow’g politics. In fact, are 
the politics of the foreign minister. 
Human rights and human wrongs do 
not Interest him. He dwells, like hie 
Emperor, outside them in the realm 
of Imperial dreams. The Bagdad rail¬ 
way Is more to him than the desola¬ 
tion of Macedonia, and a great navy 
is more than the Impoverishment of 
the people that Is Its price. In all 
this he represents the spirit of Ger¬ 
man policy, with its large ambitions 
and Its divorce from the humanizing 
tendency of modern politics. It is a 
spirit that contrasts strikingly with 
the spirit of France, which, now a*

So he contented himself 
with being ambassador at Munich, from 
whence he puJled his strings.

Tne new pump for the Yates street 
nation will be used to pump water Into 
a tank which will be located some place 
on Rockland avenue to supply the high 
levcjs with water. From the Yates 
street station the water will be pump¬ 
ed Into this tank which will be 253 feet 
higher than the pump and considerably 
stove the highest point in fhe district 
to be served so that all will be assur¬ 
ed of a water supply; the distance be- 
tw o on th e pump in g s t a t ion an d t he pro - 
posed tank will be 7,000 feet. The pump 
which will be a duplicate one will have 
a capacity per 24 hours of 100.000 gal¬ 
lons. which will also be the holding ca¬ 
pacity of the tank. The exact location 
of this tank has not yet been decided 
but the city Is In negotiations for a 
site. Alternative tenders for this tank 
are being asked. One Is for a tank con¬ 
structed entirety of steel and the other 
for one of steel and concrete. 

Altogether tenders are being asked 
for 19.000 feet of steel pipe of three 
sizes. 27, 24 and 18 Inches respectively. 
Of the first 3.000 feet are required. 13.- 
500 of the second and 2.500 of the third. 
The city Is also Inviting tenders for the 
laying of these pipes.

of Oak Bay, showed ho disposition to 
rest under the imputation that he had 
not done all he could to prevent the 
sale of liquor at the race meet. . 

His worship says that there are 
statements In Mr. Oliver's letter which 
convey wrong Impressions of the situa¬ 
tion. While it may be correct that the 
application for a license was sent to 
the Oak Bay license commissioners on 
May 26th, yet the clerk of the Oak Bay 
municipality did not receive It until 
June 2nd. according to the statement 
of the clerk. Mr. Oliver was present at 
the time this statement was made. The 
license was granted, according to the 
statement of Reeve Oliver, the follow¬ 
ing day. 

May or Hall points out that there was 
no public notice given of the fact that 
the license commissioners were to meet 
or this application # to come up. In 
view of that what opportunity had he 
to know what was going on. 

The first Intimation that he received 
that the license had been granted was 
late on Saturday night. He had then 
taken all the steps he could to have the 
license cancelled. 

Mayor Hall takes exception to the 
imputation that ho did not make It 
clear at the meeting with Reeve Oliver 
that he desired a cancellation of It. He 
snys he made It perfectly clear and 
that Reeve Oliver thereupon expressed 
the wish to have It made In writing 
instead of expressed verbally. 

At that time the reeve of Oak Bay 
Intimated that the question with him 
was one of finances. Police would be 
required and to make up for this ex¬ 
tra expense the license was granted. 
Mayor Hall says he thereupon offered 
that the city would provide all the ex¬ 
tra police necessary If the license were 
cancelled, but th is was not complied 
with. 

His worship says undoubtedly the 
spirit of the law. If not the letter of It, 
has been violated In the license given 
by Oak Bay. According to law If the 
owner of a property objects no liquor 
license can be granted for the prem¬ 
ises. In this Instance objection has 
been raised by the owners, the city. 

Mr. Oliver, It Is pointed out by the 
Mayor, does his business In Victoria 
city and must be supposed to have a 
knowledge of what Is going on. He 
must know j that last year the city 
council fought out the question of al¬ 
lowing liquor licenses on the grounds 
and took steps looking to the prevent¬ 
ing of It. 

Yet In view of all these circum¬ 
stances Oak Bay granted the license. 

The means of preventing a recur¬ 
rence of such a state of altalrs, how¬ 
ever. are at hand and In future before 
the privilege of using the grounds is 
granted, the Mayor says. It will be 
stipulated In the agreement that no 
liquor Is to be sold. In the present In¬ 
stance advantage was taken of techni¬ 
calities in the law to have a license 
granted. It will not. he says, occur 
again. He personally used every effort 
to prevent the sale of liquor but has 
found his hands tied.

of It can be finished In time to be of 
any service tht* year, *o that there is 
certain to be more or less of a water 
shortage between now and the fall. 
The present plant Is being operated to 
Its utmost capacity, but It Is not able 
to give a supply such as the needs of 
the city require. In the face of the. 
growth of the consumption during the 
past year, the dully figures being about 
10 per cent higher than for the corres¬ 
ponding time twelve months ago. This 
extra consumption Is due to the In¬ 
crease in the population which calls 
for a greater number of services. 

When interviewed about the matter 
this morning by a reporter for the 
Times, J. L. Raymur. water commis¬ 
sioner, said that it would be absolutely 
Impossible to avoid a shortage of water 
this > far. the difficulty being that It 
wa.t Impossible to bring sufficient water 
Into the city through the present mains 
from Elk lake to supply the city’s needs 
hut that as soon as this defect had 
been remedied there should be no short¬ 
age. This, however, would not be be¬ 
fore some time next year as the con¬ 
tract for the piping or the laying of It 
had not yet been let and the work 
would take several months to finish. 

At the present time the pump at 
the North Dairy Farm pumping sta¬ 
tion on the 16-Inch main leading Into 
the city, as well as the pump on the 
12-Inch main at Beaver lake. Installed, 
last year, were both working con¬ 
stantly, as was also the high pressure 
pump at the Yate? street station. The 
department was thus using all the 
means at its disposal to give the best 
possible water service under existing 
conditions. In view of the circum¬ 
stances It was expected that the citi¬ 
zens generally would do all they coul 1 
to assist the city during the present 
season. He might point ou t owing to 
"the Wlufetlon^or their properties there 
were a number of people who were as¬ 
sured of a water supply at all times, 
while others on higher ground, were 
forced to suffer from a shortage w.ien 
the supply ran short. Those living 
on the lower levels could materially 
assist by being careful In the use of 
water and not draw off any more than 
they actually required. This would 
help to a certain extent 

At the present time about 2.000,000 
gallons of water were being used daily 
in the city of which about 2 , 000.000 gnl-' 
Ions came from the pump, at the North 
Dairy pumping station, while about 
1,000,000 gallons were being brought In 
through the 12-inch main. This was 
the limit that could be expected from 
these sources and with it the city 
would have to do until the mains were 
laid from the lake into the city.
